WARRANT FOR THE ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 


February 12, 1957 


COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 


Norfolk, ss. 


To either of the Constables of the Town of Franklin in the County 
of Norfolk. Greetings: 


You are hereby required in the name of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts to notify and warn the qualified voters of the said Town 
of Franklin to assemble in the High School on Tuesday, the twelfth 
day of February, A. D. 1957, it being the second Tuesday of February 
at six o’clock in the forenoon and remain in session until eight o’clock 
in the evening then and there to act on the following articles, viz: 


Article 1. To choose by ballot the following Town Officers, viz: 
A Moderator, A Town Treasurer, A Town Auditor, A Collector of 
Taxes, Three Selectmen, Three Members of the Board of Public Wel- 
fare, and Three Constables all for the term of one year; One member 
of the Board of Assessors, One member of the Board of Public Works, 
One member of the Board of Public Health, and Two members of the 
School Committee, all for the term of three years; One member of the 
Town Planning Board (to fill vacancy) for the term of four years; and, 
One member of the Town Planning Board for the term of five years. 

Also on the same ballot to vote on the following questions: 


Question #1. Shall the acceptance by the Town of Sections 
Sixty-nine C to Sixty-nine F inclusive, of Chapter 
Forty-one of the General Laws providing for the 
establishment of a Board of Public Works exer- 
cising the powers of certain other departmenis 
and town officers be revoked? 


Yes. No. 


Question #2. Shall the Town of Franklin accept the provisions 
of sections forty-two, forty-three and forty-four 
of chapter forty-eight of the General Laws, pro- 
viding for the establishment of a fire department 
under the control of an officer to be known as the 
chief of the fire department? 


Yes. No. 
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Article 2. To choose all other necessary Town officers 


Article 3. To hear a report of the Town Officers and Committees 
and act thereon. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Town 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money, from 
time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the financial year, 
beginning January 1, 1957, and to issue a note or notes therefor pay- 
able within one year and to renew any note or notes as may be given 
for a period of less than one year, in accordance with Section 17, 
Chapter 44 of the General Laws. 


Article 5. To see what sum of money the town wilil raise and 
appropriate for the following purposes, to wit: 


1. For general government, including the Compensation and ex- 
penses of the Selectmen, Auditor, Moderator, Collector of Taxes, 
Treasurer, Assessors of Taxes, Town Clerk, Elections and Registration, 
Dog Officer, Planning Board, Advisory Board, Field Driver, Town 
Hall, Town Counsel and other finance accounts. 


2. For Protection of Persons and Property, including the pay- 
ment of Police, Bicycle Registration, Support of Fire Department, 
Sealing of Weights and Measures and for Prevention and Suppression 
of Forest Fires. 


3. For Health and Sanitation, including expenses of the Board 
of Health, Inspection of Animals, Inspection of Meats and Provisions 
and Inspection of School Children. 


4. For Highways and Bridges, including construction and repair 
of Roads, Bridges, Sidewalks, Street Lighting, Surface Treatment, 
Snow Removal, and all other Highway Expenses. Also for the Union 
Street and City Mills Cemeteries, Street Lines and Traffic Signals, 
Maintenance of the Playground, Care of the Common and the Swim- 
ming Pool, Extermination of Gypsy Moth, Elm Beetle, Dutch Elm, 
and Care of Shade Trees. Aliso, for the Construction and Maintenance 
of Sewers and Sewer Beds and for the Maintenance and Operation of 
the Water Department. Also, for the administration of the Board of 
Public Works and Maintenance of the Public Works Building. 


5. For Public Welfare, Welfare Administration and Welfare 
Assistance. 

6. For Veterans’ Center and Benefits, including Soldiers’ Burials. 

7. For Education, including ali expenses of the School Committee. 

8. For the Franklin Public Library. 

9. For unclassified accounts, including Ambulance Maintenance, 
‘Civil Defense, the Decoration of Soldiers’ Graves, Printing and Distri- 
bution of the Town Reports, for the Town’s share of cost of Main- 
tenance of Norfolk County Retirement System, Foreclosure of Tax 
Liens, the various Insurance Accounts, including Fire Insurance, Fleet 
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Fire and Theft, Fleet Liability and Property Damage, Workmen’s 
Compensation, Group Life and Hospitalization, and also for Rent of 
Quarters for the Veterans of Foreign Wars and Disabled American 
Veterans, 

10. For the Payment of Interest on Town Debts. 

11. For the Payment of Municipal Indebtedness. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to use the interest of the 
Helen A. Ward Fund, amounting to Two Dollars Eighty-eight Cents’ 
($2.88) for the care of the Ward Cemetery Lot at the City Mills Ceme- 
tery, to be expended under the direction of the Selectmen, or do any- 
thing relating thereto. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to use the interest of 
the Lucretia Pond Fund, amounting to Twenty-eight Dollars Seventy- 
five Cents ($28.75) for the care of Town Cemeteries to be expended 
under the direction of the Selectmen, or do anything relating thereto. 
(By Selectmen.) 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000) for a Special Reserve 
Fund to be used for extraordinary or unforeseen expenses, or do any- 
thing relating thereto. (By Selectmen.) 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of One Hundred Dollars ($100) to purchase eyeglasses and 
spectacles for children under eighteen years of age and whose parents 
or guardians are financially unable to provide them, the same to be 
expended under the direction of the Selectmen, as provided for in 
amendment to Section V, Chapter 40 of the General Laws, or do any- 
thing relating thereto. (By Selectmen.) 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to transfer the amount 
of Three Thousand Two Hundred Thirty-eight Dollars Seventy-five 
Cents ($3,238.75) from the Road Machinery Fund to the Road Ma- 
chinery Account, or do anything relating thereto. (By Selectmen.) 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the Dog 
License money received for the present year for the support of the 
Schools or Public Library, or do anything relating thereto. (By Select- 
men.) 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Twenty-six Hundred Dollars ($2,600) to pay Fifty Dollars 
($50.00) weekly for the use of the Town Dump; that the Town owned 
bulldozer be furnished for leveling off said dump, free of charge, with 
driver, at least once a year and not more than four times a year; 
that exterminator in sufficient quantity be supplied by the proper 
authorities to the owner to be applied by him for the extermination 
of rats; and authorize the Selectmen to execute a lease for one year 
with the option of renewal yearly for the following four years, or to 
do anything relating thereto. (By Selectmen.) 
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Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to use the interest of 
the City Mills Cemetery Fund, for the care of the City Mills Cemetery, 
to be expended under the direction of the Selectmen, or do anything 
relating thereto. (Amount of Interest: $26.80) (By Selectmen.) 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Seven Hundred Fifty Dollars ($750) for a new car for 
the Police Department, plus trade-in-value of the present car. or do 
anything relating thereto. (By Selectmen.) 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to transfer from sewer 
Available Surplus to Municipal Indebtedness the sum of Two Thousand 
Six Hundred Forty-eight Dollars Sixteen Cents ($2,648.16) to cover 
payment on Sewer Loan debt maturing in 1957, or do anything re- 
lating thereto. (By Treasurer.) 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
or appropriate from available funds the sum of Twelve Hundred Dol- 
lars ($1,200.) for the proper observance and celebration of the Christ- 
mas season by the decoration and illumination of public buildings 
and public streets, and for the purchase, installation and decoration 
of Christmas trees upon municipal lands, to be expended under the 
direction of the Selectmen, or do anything relating thereto. (By 
Selectmen.) 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate, 
or’transfer from available funds the sum of Four Thousand Dollars 
($4,000) for the repair and maintenance of Chapter 90 Roads, said 
money to be used in conjunction with any money which may be 
allotted by the State or County, or both, for this purpose, to be used 
under the direction of the Board of Selectmen, or take any other 
action in relation thereto. (By Selectmen.) 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate, or transfer from available funds the sum of Eight Thousand Dol- 
lars ($8,000) for the Continuation of the Reconstruction of Grove 
Street, under Chapter 90 Construction, said sum of money to be used 
in conjunction with any money which may be allotted by the State 
or County or both, for this purpose, to be used under the direction 
of the Board of Selectmen, or take any other action in relation thereto. 
(By Selectmen.) 


Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to transfer, the sum 
of Sixteen Thousand Dollars ($16,000) from the Excess and De- 
ficiency Account, or authorize the Town Treasurer to borrow from 
time to time as necessary to meet the State and County Allotment 
for Chapter No. 90 Maintenance and Chapter No. 90 Construction, 
provided that all reimbursements from the State and County shall be 
credited back immediately upon their receipt to the Surplus Revenue 
Account, or do anything relating thereto. (By Selectmen.) 
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Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
or transfer from available funds in the treasury a sum of money 
for Chapter 90 highway construction, or take any action in relation 
thereto. (By Selectmen.) 


Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate or transfer from available funds in the treasury a sum of money 
for the permanent construction of Dean Street, or take any action 
relating thereto. (By B.P.W.) 


Article 22. To see if the Town will vote to transfer from the 
parking meter account the sum of Eight Hundred Twenty-five Dollars 
($825.00) for the control, maintenance, and supervision of the parking 
meters and the enforcement of the parking meter regulations, to be 
expended under the direction of the Board of Selectmen, or do any- 
thing relating thereto. (By Selectmen.) 


Article 23. To see if the Town will vote to transfer from the 
Parking Meter Account the sum of Six Hundred Ninety-seven Dollars 
Twenty-two Cents ($697.22) for the maintenance, repair and snow 
removal of the area around the parking meters, including the costs 
of removing, changing, and placing of the meters to be expended by 
the Board of Public Works, or do anything relating thereto. (By Select- 
men.) 


Article 24. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Three Thousand Nine Hundred Seventeen Dollars ($3,917.) 
to pay for land damages incurred in the relocation of East Central 
Street, by a taking made by the County Commissioners, dated June 
7, 1955, to be expended under the direction of the Board of Selectmen, 
or do anything relating thereto. (By Selectmen.) 


Article 25. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Sections 25 to 
29 inclusive of Chapter 83 of the General Laws concerning the con- 
struction of sidewalks, the assessment of a reasonable amount to the 
abutters and the enforcement of such assessment by lien on the prem- 
ises, or do anything relating thereto. (By B.P.W.) 


Article 26. To see if the Town will vote to amend the by-laws by 
inserting the following: The owners and occupants of premises abut- 
ting on a public way on which the Town has constructed or accepted 
sidewalks shall within twelve hours after a snow storm remove all 
accumulation of snow or ice therefrom, or do anything relating thereto. 
(By Selectmen.) 


Article 27. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate, 
or transfer from available funds, the sum of Five Thousand Dollars 
($5,000.) for the purchase of a dump truck, including the trade-in 
value of a 1946 dump truck, said sum to be expended under the 
direction of the Board of Public Works, or take any action relative 
thereto. (By B.P.W.) 
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Article 28. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
or transfer from available funds, the sum of Thirteen Thousand Dol- 
lars ($13,000.) for the purchase of a tractor shovel, including the 
trade-in value of a 1931 Insley excavator, said sum to be expended 
under the direction of the Board of Public Works, or take any action 
relative thereto. (By B.P.W.) 


Article 29. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriaie, 
or transfer from available funds, the sum of Thirteen Hundred Dol- 
lars ($1,300.) to purchase a power mower unit, including the trade-in 
value of the old power mower unit, said sum to be expended uncer 
the direction of the Board of Public Works, or take any action relative 
thereto. (By B.P.W.) 


Article 30. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate, 
or transfer from available funds, the sum of Four Hundred Dollars 
($400.) for the purchase and installation of new street signs, to be 
expended under the direction of the Board of Public Works, or do 
anything relative thereto. (By B.P.W.) 


Article 31. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate, or transfer from available funds, the sum of One Thousand 
Dollars ($1,000.) for the Installation of Drainage on Pleasant Street, 
between Main Street and Queen Street, said sum to be expended under 
the direction of the Board of Public Works, or take any action rela- 
tive thereto. (By B.P.W.) 

Article 32. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate, 
or transfer from available funds, the sum of Two Thousand Dollars 
($2,000.) for Engineering fees to make up plans and specifications for 
drainage for the entire Wachusett Street area, said sum to be expended 
under the direction of the Board of Public Works, or take any action 

relative thereto. (By B.P.W.) 


Article 33. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate, 
or transfer from available funds, the sum of Three Thousand Dollars 
($3,000.) to clean out the brooks, supplying water for the Swimming 
Pool, said sum to be expended under the direction of the Board of 
Public Works, or take any action relative thereto. (By B.P.W.) 


Article 34. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Four Thousand Nine Hundred Fifty Dollars ($4,$50.) for 
the purchase of a sidewalk snow plow, to be expended under the di- 
rection of the Board of Public Works, (By B.P.W.) 


Article 35. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Two Thousand Dollars ($2,000.) for the purchase of a power 
automatic sand spreader to be expended under the direction of the 
Board of Public Works. (By B.P.W.) 
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Article 36.-To see if the-Town will vote to transfer to the use 
of the Assessors the sum of Ten Thousand Dollars. ($10,000.) to reduce 
the tax rate, from the Excess & Deficiency Account, or do anything 
relating thereto. (By Assessors.) 


Article 37. To see if the Town will vote to accept Sections 42G 
to 42I inclusive, of Chapter 40 of the G.L., as set forth in Chapter 332 
of the Acts of 1955. An act to authorize the levy of special assessments 
to meet the cost of laying water pipes in public and private ways. 
(By Assessors.) 


Article 38. To see if the Town will vote to petition the Commis- 
sioner of Corporations and Taxation for the installation of an assess- 
ment system in accordance with Chapter 649 of the Acts of 1955. An 
act relative to assessment systems in cites and towns. (By Assessors.) 


Article 39. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for continuing the program of surveying and making 
plans of the Town under the direction of the Town Planning Board, 
said plans and survey to be used by all departments of the Town, 
or do anything relating thereto. (By Assessors.) 


Article 40. To see if the Town will vote to accept a gift of Two 
Thousand Two Hundred and Fifty Dollars ($2,250.) from the Fletcher 
Hospital Corporation to be used in conjunction with other money to 
be appropriated by the Town for the purchase of a town ambulance, 
or do anything relating thereto. (By Selectmen.) 


Article 41. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Two Thousand Two Hundred and Fifty Dollars ($2,250.) 
to be used in conjunction with a gift of Two Thousand Two Hundred 
and Fifty Dollars ($2,250.) from the Fletcher Hospital Corporation 
for the purchase of a new town ambulance, together with the trade-in 
value of the present town ambulance, to be expended by the Board 
of Selectmen and the Fire Chief, or do anything relating thereto. (By 
Selectmen.)

The present Safety Education program now in effect in the Public 
and Parochial Schools through the cooperation of the School and 
Police Departments is principally the indoctrination of safety in all 
its phases to the entire student body.

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NORFOLK COUNTY MOSQUITO CONTROL PROJECT 
REPORT TO TOWN OF FRANKLIN 


Chapter 341 was enacted by the Legislature on May 19, 1956 
creating the Norfolk County Mosquito Control Project. On July 1, 
1956 actual Mosquito Control operations began, The 22 towns within 
the project include: Avon, Bellingham, Canton, Dedham, Dover, Fox- 
borough, Franklin, Holbrook, Medfield, Medway, Millis, Milton, Need- 
ham, Norfolk, Norwood, Plainville, Randolph, Sharon, Stoughton, Wal- 
pole, Westwood, and Wrentham. The aggregate annual appropriation 
for the project is $70,000.00. This report covers the period from July 
1 to December 1, 1956. 
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On August 2, 1956 a human case of Eastern Equine Encephalitis 
(Horse Sleeping Sickness) was reported to the State Health Depart- 
ment. There followed in rapid succession a number of other human 
cases as well as infections in horses and pheasants, the latter believed 
to be a reservoir for the virus disease. To combat the outbreak within 
the project area, funds made available by the State were used by the 
project in the town of Franklin as follows:

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BOARD OF HEALTH REPORT 


Polio Innoculations has been the big drive this year. 4,821 doses 
of free vaccine have been received and the entire amount has been 
used covering ages from six months to 20 years. Many did not take 
advantage of this opportunity; it is estimated there are 3,135 in this 
group. The groups best protected are those 5-9 years and 10-15, each 
numbering about 500 and most have received two shots and 369 their 
booster shots. Many are not yet eligible for 3rd shots as a waiting 
period of seven months is recommended between the second and 
third. Free vaccine will not be furnished after July, 1957, except for 
children reaching six months and expectant mothers. 


The physicians have been most generous in giving much time to 
the School Clinics. 


The Diphtheria and Tetanus Clinics have been conducted as usual 
but were smaller this year as children above the fifth grade have had 
opportunities in previous years. Booster doses should be generally 
given in the coming year. 


Tuberculosis Clinics have been held monthly, with one exception, 
and continue to serve contacts in this area. 167 from Franklin have 
availed themselves of this service and 202 from other towns. 


Franklin is one of the two places in Norfolk County being served 
by the Norfolk County T.B. Hospital with equipment and personnel. 


Perculation Tests have required much time due to building of 
homes in un-sewered sections of the town and are highly necessary 
due to the poor porosity of many locations. 


Milk Tests have been taken monthly on each distributors samples 
and we have a good supply of clean, good quality milk. 


Swab Testing of eating and drinking utensils in public places 
have resulted in improvement of sanitation and sterilization of uten- 
sils.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


For the Year Ending December, 1956 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Our 1956 appropriation of $150,000.00 was broken down for the 
year as follows: 


Welfare $ 13,199.08 
Old Age Assistance 101,391.84 
Aid to Dependent Children 21,262.74 
Disability Assistance 14,428.84 
Cancellations 282.50 


Cost of Living Adjustment: 


Effective July 1, 1956, payments on Old Age Assistance, Aid to 
Dependent Children, and Disability Assistance, were increased in 
accordance with the instructions received in State Letter #81. This 
requirement was brought about by an increase in the cost of living 
index as reported by the Division on the Necessaries of Life to the 
Department in accordance with Paragraph 2, Section 1, Chapter 118A 
of the General Laws. 


The cost of living index shows an increase of 5.07% from the 
period August 1951 to May 1956, and this is the amount which as- 
sistance budgets were actually raised at that time. In order to effect 
this change, it was necessary to substitute for the 14.2% adjustment 
currently in effect, a 20% adjustment, as this latter figure according 
to the cost of living index, represents the percentage change since 
August 1947 when the basic budget item cost schedule was computed. 
The estimated extra cost for the year 1957 will be $7,000.00. 


The Welfare Department operates under the following reimburse- 
ment policy: 


OLD AGE ASSISTANCE: FEDERAL reimburses 1% up to $60.00 
per month, plus $9.00 per month for each recipient. STATE reim- 
burses 2/3 of the balance for all SETTLED persons, and ALL of the 
balance for UNSETTLED persons, TOWN of settlement pays the re- 
mainder. 


AID TO DEPENDENT CHILDREN: FEDERAL reimburses '% 
up to $32.00 for each eligible grantee relative and first child; 42 up to 
$23.00 for each additional child, plus $5.50 for each eligible dependent 
recipient per month. STATE reimburses 1/3 of the total payment. 
The TOWN assumes the remainder. 


DISABILITY ASSISTANCE: FEDERAL reimburses % up to 
$60.00 per month, plus $9.00 per month for each case. The STATE re- 
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imburses an amount, which together with Federal payments shall be 
equal to 75% of the Aid rendered. The TOWN assumes 25% of the 


total. 


On October 15, 1956, Mrs. Gertrude Soule, an employee of the 
Department, resigned. This position will not be filled permanently 
until a civil service examination is held. 


The Welfare Department expresses its appreciation to other town 
departments, clergy, court officials, and other community agencies for 


their continued co-operation. 


A detailed report of income and expenditures for the Welfare De- 
partment will be found in the Auditor’s report.

REPORT OF THE PLAYGROUND COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Once again the activity of the Playground program was 
confined to Fletcher Field. 


Your Committee had hoped to establish recreational facilities 
at the rear of the High School in order to accommodate children 
of that area, but this was not possible due to the limited appro- 
priation. 


The three baseball diamonds were utilized by the Little 
League and Babe Ruth League, the High School and both boys 
land girls CYO teams. On some evenings, as many as six teams 
were participating at the same time. 


43. 


Last Spring we purchased four sets of portable bleachers, which 
now makes bleachers available for all three baseball diamonds and for 
both sides of the football field, This increased the seating capacity 
by six hundred forty seats. 


Additional equipment was purchased for the playground area, 
such as swings, slides, etc. 


j The Wading Pool was remodeled in such a way as to prevent 
the possibility of stagnant water, 


A recreation program was put into effect at Fletcher Field for 
children from ages five through fifteen under the direction of Mr. 
John E. Griffin assisted by Miss Deborah Doe. The program started 
July 2nd and continued through August 3lst seven hours per day and 
five days per week. We had two hundred five youngsters registered 
for this program with average attendance for the first six weeks of 
eighty-two in the morning and ninety-four in the afternoon and dur- 
ing the last three weeks an average of seventy in the morning and 
forty-one in the afternoon, Activities included for both boys and 
girls all types of ball games, badminton, tennis, horseshoes, croquet 
and arts and crafts. For the smaller children, story telling and games 
were provided. All of this would not have been possible from the 
small appropriation available, were it not for the generous support, 
both physical and financial from some of our civic-minded citizens. 


The Board of Health has requested us to construct a building 
which will house divided toilet facilities for both boys and girls at 
Fletcher Field. 


We are hopeful that our requested appropriation for 1957 will be 
approved so that our aim for two playground areas can be accom- 
plished. 


The Committee wishes to express its appreciation to Mr. John 
Griffin and Miss Deborah Doe for their excellent work and cooperation.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The Board, composed of Robert C. Howe, Kenneth W. White and 
Thomas C. Pond, held an organization meeting on February 21, 1956; 
and, for the third year, Mr. Robert C. Howe was unanimously chosen 
Chairman of the Board of Selectmen. Also, at the first meeting, Mr. 
White was made the Clerk and Mrs. Ruth Chism was appointed sec- 
retary to the Board. In May, Mr. Thomas C. Pond resigned. 


In accordance with the vote of the Annual Town Meeting in Feb- 
ruary, Group Life and Hospitalization Insurance was provided for all 
town employees beginning April First of 1956. 


With the installation of parking meters this year in the business 
district there has been a noticeable improvement in the parking situ- 
ation for shoppers. We feel the program has been a decided success 
and has won the approval of the majority of the townspeople. $3,044.43 
in parking meter receipts has been received from the time of the first 
collection on September 26, 1956, through the end of the year; or ap- 
proximately $1,000 a month. One half of the amount goes toward the 
cost of the meters (unpaid balance $7,475.29 as of December 31, 1956); 
the other half is held in the Parking Meter Account. At the present 
rate of income, the meters should be all paid before April, 1958;-and, 
at the same time there should be approximately $7,500 in the Parking 
Meter Account to be used as the townspeople vote in accordance with 
provisions in the General Laws. 


Final reimbursement from the State was completed this year for 
damages suffered from the 1954 hurricanes. The total amount received 
by the Town is $21,619.14. 


Damages resulting from the August 1955 Floods have been repaired 
including road work on various streets, permanent repair to the Cot- 
tage Street Culvert, the Beaver Street Culvert and the Bridge over 
Mine Brook at the Pumping Station. We are requesting reimbursement 
totalling $10,715.66 for the above State-approved projects, partial pay- 
ment of which has been received. 


In June of this year, Mr. Joseph Burruso was appointed Director of 
Civil Defense. Since that time he has worked tirelessly devoting most 
of his spare time to the organization and in keeping up with the in- 
creasing demands of this important post. We wish to commend him on 
his success. Space has been provided downstairs in the Town Hall 
Building for Civil Defense Headquarters together with a radio com- 
munication center, 


The Board of Selectmen as the Licensing Board has collected 
$9,428.50 in fees during the year for various licenses and permits in-

cluding 23 Common Victualer, 16 Weekeday Amusement, 71 Pistol Per- 
mits, 11 Sale of Firearms,17 Garage Licenses, 43 Beer Permits or Picnic

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: 

The Board of Public Works organized for the current year on 
February 17, 1956, members being Mr. Jack Nasuti, Mr. Robert C. 
Howe and Mr. Kenneth W. White. Mr. White was unanimously chosen 


Chairman for the year. 


Immediately the Board voted to employ Whitman and Howard, 
Engineers, to submit figures and specifications for an addition to our 
sewage facilities, based on the installation of a Clarifier. When this 
work was completed it-was put out to bid and Halloran Construction 
Co. of Providence, R. I., was low bidder. The Contract was signed on 
July 18th and the work has been progressing throughout the Summer 
and Fall. It is now nearing completion. 


The services of the Director of Public Works, Lawrence E. Peck, 
were terminated on June 10, 1956. The Board felt that pending an 
appointment of a new man, the Board could act as the sole governing 
body regarding all activities of the Department of Public Works. On 
December 5, 1956, Charles H. Robinson, Superintendent of the High- 
way Department, was appointed Superintendent of Public Works. 
The Board felt that in order to devote more time to the administrative 
duties of the Department, one head in charge of day to day work ac- 
tivities was vital, and in the best interest of the Town. The past pur- 
chasing procedure has now been revamped. A standardized purchase 
order has been printed and all purchases must be authorized by the 
Superintendent of Public Works. 


To facilitate consolidation of the Water, Sewer and Highway De- 
partments, twenty thousand dollars was appropriated for a reconstruc- 
tion and addition to the Pumping Station. This work was allotted to 
Edward R, Kussmaul, Contractor, after competitive bid, and we.-are 
now able, for the first time, to house our equipment under one roof. 
This building now makes it possible to operate with less personnel, and 
with the eventual elimination of the old town barn, heating, insurance 
and general upkeep will be cut to a minimum which will be a con- 
siderable saving to the Town. 


Two years have now passed since the Department of Public Works 
was authorized by the Massachusetts General Court. The first year 
might well be referred to as a pariod of transition. The second year 
has been one of consolidation and it is the feeling of the Board that 
our Public Works Department has now made all of the adjustments 
necessary for a smooth working organization.

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REPORT OF THE PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit the Public Works Department report for the 
year ending December 31, 1956. 


Highway Department 


The following streets received bituminous treatment: Concord, 
Lexington, Main, East Central, West Central, Highland, Pine Ridge 
Drive, Wheelock Circle, Fuller Place. Mechanic Place, Partridge, Pine, 
Greystone Road, Beaver, Pond and Fisher Streets. 


Because of the excessive snow, rain and ice the expense for patch- 
ing roads and cleaning surface basins reached an all time high. The 
heavy rains in the Fall of 1955 caused considerable damage to the 
County roads and culverts. 


The State through the Department of Public Works financed a 
Flood Relief Program. Following is a list of work accomplished: Vine, 
South, Prospect, Spring, Jordan Road, Acorn Place, Green, Daniels, 
Partridge and Grove Streets were gravelled and graded; Elm, Cottage 
and Beaver Street culverts were repaired. 


Under Chapter 90 Maintenance the following work was accom- 
plished: Washington, King, Summer, Oak and Pleasant Streets received 
a bituminous treatment; drainage was installed on Lincoln, Summer 
and Pleasant Streets; the guard rails were repaired and brush sprayed 
on all Chapter 90 roads. 

Under Chapter 90 Construction the unexpended balance of 1955 
was used to complete Grove Street from the Railroad Crossing to 
Washington Street. 


Greystone Road and Brook Street Extension were gravelled, rolled 
and asphalt applied. 


Drainage was installed between Emmons Street and Dean Avenue 
to replace an antiquated stone culvert. 


A culvert was replaced and a surface basin built on Bent Street. 
Forge Hill Road was resurfaced after the water main was installed. 
Head walls were built and the road gravelled on James Street. 


Sidewalks were constructed on Wachusetts and Beaver Streets by 
private contractors. 


The Swimming Pool is becoming more expensive to operate each 
year because of the demands of the Board of Health. 


The street lines and cross walks were painted and a few signs were 
installed. 
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Water Department 


One water extension was voted this year which was laid by the 
Department; one thousand six hundred feet of six inch cement asbestos 
pipe and two hydrants were installed on Forge Hill Road. 


There were sixty-eight new water services installed this year, the 
cost of which has risen due to the increased costs in copper and brass 
materials. Also there were four water services renewed. 


This year we pumped approximately 231,000,000 gallons of water. 
During the month of August we pumped over a million gallons per day 
for one week. The open well was the lowest that it has been in a num- 
ber of years. 


In February the Town ran a pumping test on the test site off 
Grove Street. This was installed by D. L. Mahar. Then the Water 
Department ran the test under the supervision of Whitman & Howard 
Engineers. The results of this test were satisfactory. The well will 
produce about 350 gallons per minute. It is recommended that this 
well be installed to alleviate the dangers we have had in the past dur- 
ing the periods of drought. 


Sewer Department 


After much debate at Town Meetings the Town voted money to 
construct additions to the Sewage Treatment Plant. The Halloran 
Construction Co. of Providence, R. I., under the supervision of Whit- 
man & Howard Engineers, is doing the construction work. The new 
addition consists of grit chambers, comminutor, primary clarifier, pump 
house, and changes from our present sedimentation tank to sludge 
storage tank. The work is progressing as fast as possible, but due to 
the shortage of steel the plant will not be in operation until Spring. 


One sludge bed will be resurfaced with sand and possible repairs 
will be done to another bed. 


One trickling filter distributor was repaired and painted this year. 


The ejector stations on Lewis Street and East Central Street oper- 
ated with a minimum amount of repairs, 


The Milliken Avenue pumping station is in satisfactory condition 
with the exception of the burning out of the control box due to the 
excessive amount of moisture that is present in the station during the 
winter months. It is recommended that there be a method of heating 
this station to prevent moisture from damaging the controls. 


This year there were eight new sewer services installed in homes. 


Playground Department 


| Due to the many activities that went on this past year at Fletcher 
Field the expense of maintaining the field was greater than it has been 


in the past. At times it was necessary to employ more than the regular 
manpower of previous years. 
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Some of the equipment has become so badly worn and cost of 
repairs so high that it should be replaced. There is an article in the 
1957 Town Warrant for a set of mowers to be used by the Public Works 
Department. These will be used to take care of Fletcher Field, too. It 
is done in this manner so that only one appropriation will be necessary 
for the Town for this type of equipment. 


An article in the 1957 Town Warrant for the appropriation of two 
thousand five hundred dollars for resurfacing Fletcher Field is due 
mostly to the flood damage the field suffered during 1955. 


In the Playground maintenance budget we are requesting an addi- 
tional five hundred dollars this year for the surfacing of the play area 
(swings, slides, etc.) at Fletcher Field. 


It is recommended that the Town approve these necessary expen- 
ditures for the maintenance of Fletcher Field. 


Tree Department 


The Tree Department removed low hanging limbs on our shade 
trees, and any damaged limbs, due to ice and wind storms. There is 
a great amount of tree work yet to be done. The trees were sprayed 
with D.D.T, this past season, one application with Helicopter and one 
with mist blower. No serious Gypsy Moth infestation was found this 
season. 


There were forty-four new Norway Maple trees planted this year 
and seven Pin Oaks, under the New Shade Tree program. 


Our Elm trees had a dormant spray application early in the Spring 
applied with a Helicopter and followed with another application later 
in the season. 


A number of diseased trees were cut down and burned. We are 
losing our Elm trees and will have to continue to cut and burn these 
diseased trees as they appear. Due to the requirements of Chapter 132 
of the General Laws, as most recently amended by Chapter 657, Acts 
of 1956, particularly the revised Section 14, of said Chapter 132, we 
recommend that the sum of five thousand dollars for Dutch Elm Dis- 
ease Conirol for 1957 be appropriated as to comply with this new law. 


Poison ivy was sprayed in the entire residential area, and also 
areas reported to this Department. All streets where brush has been 
cut was prayed with 2-4-D and 2-4-5-T brush killer. The results were 
very satisfactory. As more brush in our rural street area is cut it 
should be followed up by spraying to kill new growth. 


Fifty-eight badly decayed and dangerous trees were removed this 
past year. There are still a large number of trees in bad condition 
which should be taken care of as soon as possible. This work will be 
continued in 1957.

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The Moderator appointed the following to act as Tellers, Robert 
Bell and Ernest P. Wood and they were sworn to the faithful perform- 
ance of their duties by the Moderator. 


Article 1. To see if the Town will vote to rescind all action 
taken under Article 39 of the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting 
held March 15, 1956 whereby the sum of Twenty Thousand Doilars 
($20,000) was appropriated for the alterations at the Pumping Station 
to provide housing for the Department of Public Works equipment, 
or take any action relating thereto. 


UNANIMOUSLY VOTED that the Town rescind all action taken 
under Article 39 of the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting held 
March 15, 1956 whereby the sum of Twenty Thousand Dollars ($20,000) 
was appropriated for the alterations at the pumping station to provide 
housing for the Department of Public Works equipment. 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Two Thousand Dollars ($2,000) for the purpose of making 
alterations at the existing pumping station, or take any action relating 
thereto. 


UNANIMOUSLY VOTED that the Town raise and appropriate the 
sum of Two Thousand Dollars ($2,000) for the purpose of making 
alterations at the existing pumping station. This amount to be 
expended under the direction of the Board of Public Works. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
or to transfer from available funds, or to raise by bonds or notes, 
the sum of Eighteen Thousand Dollars ($18,000) for the purpose of 
constructing an addition to the existing pumping station, and to install 
original equipment in said addition, to be expended under the direction 
of the Board of Public Works, or do anything relating thereto. 


VOTED by Secret Ballot Yes 72, No 10 that the Town raise and 
appropriate the sum of Eighteen Thousand Dollars ($18,000) for the 
purpose of constructing an addition to the existing pumping station 
and to install original equipment in said addition. That the sum of 
three Thousand Dollars ($3,000) be transferred from the Excess and 
Deficiency Fund and Fifteen Thousand Dollars ($15,000) be borrowed 
under the provision of Chapter 44 of the General Laws. This latter 
sum to be paid in four (4) years and to be expended under the 
direction of the Board of Public Works. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board 
of Public Works to dispose of all salvage materials that may be 
derived from the alteration to the pumping station, by either sale 
or by trade, or take any action relating thereto. 


UNANIMOUSLY VOTED that the Town authorize the Board of 
Public Works to dispose of all salvage materials that may be derived 
from the alteration to the pumping station, by either sale or by trade. 
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Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Public Works to sell or trade scrap materials and equipment accumu- 
lated, and not needed, by the Department of Public Works, or take 
any action relating thereto. 


UNANIMOUSLY VOTED to authorize the Board of Public Works 
to sell or trade scrap materials accumulated, and not needed, by the 
Department of Public Works. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board 
of Selectmen to enter into an agreement with the U. S. Post Office 
Department or the Federal Government or any divisions or depart- 
ments thereof, and to sign, execute and deliver any agreement, lease 
or other instrument necessary for the purpose of acquiring or leasing 
a parcel of land situated on Main Street between the U. S. Post Office 
Building and the Norfolk County Trust Company Building in the Town 
of Franklin for the purpose of off-street parking. 


VOTED that the Town authorize the Board of Selectmen to enter 
into an agreement with the U. S. Post Office Department or the Federal 
Government or any divisions or departments thereof, and to sign, 
execute and deliver any agreement, lease or other instrument necessary 
for the purpose of acquiring or leasing a parcel of land situated on 
Main Street between the U. S. Post Office building and the Norfolk 
{County Trust Building in the Town of Franklin for the purpose of 
off-street parking. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
or to transfer from available funds the sum of One Hundred Fifty 
Dollars ($150) for services rendered for immunization of school 
children performed in the year 1955. 


UNANIMOUSLY VOTED that the Town raise and appropriate 
the sum of One Hundred Fifty Dollars ($150) for services rendered 
for immunization of school children performed in the year 1955. This 
sum to be expended under the direction of the Board of Public Health.

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HEALTH REGULATION 
Franklin, Mass., December 17, 1956

at the corner of Elm Street and Lincoln Street in the Town of 
Franklin is a nuisance and is harmful to the inhabitants of the Town 
and injurious to their estates, as well as being a danger to the public 
health, and is attended by noxious and injurious cdors. Whereby any 
assignment, privileges or licenses, either written, oral, implied or 
by consent for the purpose of conducting said trade or business are 
hereby revoked and vote of such revocation to be entered in the 
records of the Town Clerk and copy to be served upon the owners 
and occupants and such person or persons or corporations conducting 
said business or trade, and notice to be given to the State Department 
of Public Health and Attorney General as may be required by law.”

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Franklin: 


A good educational program is essential to our way of life. To 
the degree that education meets the needs of our democratic society, 
in that degree it is successful. Since we live in a changing society, ed- 
ucation must also change. Certain fundamental values remain con- 
stant but change is the most dominant aspect of life. Public schools 
must adopt its programs and methods to new conditions of the present 
and to future needs if the best interests of pupils are to be served. 


The problems of your committee seem to fall pretty much into a 
few categories, and these problems continue year after year. The cate- 
gories of problems this year seem to be: 


1. School budget increases 
2. Distribution of pupils 

3. School housing needs 
4 


Salary revision 


This year, 1956, the school budget increased. This was due to 
changing demands on education. The most noticeable aspects of edu- 
cation today are the great increase in numbers of pupils and the great 
shortage of teachers. Our teachers’ salaries, as well as those of other 
school personnel, were raised to be comparable with salaries of other 
towns. As this report is written ancther round of salary and wage 
increases has been granted. The prices of books, paper, fuel oil, and 
so forth continue to rise. All these factors combine to push the school 
budget to new highs each year. 


Basically, the cost of operating a school system depends upon the 
quality of the program, the scope of the offerings, and the number to 
be educated. The citizen must think of the issue to be faced and solved 
by boys and girls in our increasingly complex life and decide upon 
that basis whether the schools are meeting their needs and whether 
they are too expensive. : 

During the year 1956 the School Committee met thirty-six times. 


There were twelve regular and twenty-four special meetings. At those 
meetings the Committee did the following: 

1. Selected a new high school principal. 

2. Awarded new transportation contracts for three years. 


3. Redistributed pupils in grades one and two, 
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4. Adopted a new salary scale. 

5. Planned a budget for 1957. 

6. Made arrangements for repairs to our buildings and grounds. 
7. Employed new teachers and a new cafeteria manager, 


8. Conducted the routine business of paying bills, scanning the 
superintendent’s reports on finances, attendance, curriculum, etc. 


The major problem of our schools is one of space. With the open- 
ing of St. Mary’s School, our lower grades have been somewhat re- 
lieved of overcrowding. This condition is not expected to continue 
because increasing school population will soon catch up to the com- 
bined parochial and public school facilities for these grades. 


All grades from the third up to the twelfth have larger numbers 
than can be most successfully taught. In the junior high,school and 
the senior high school this problem is most acute. 


Lack of proper facilities in these areas seriously hampers effective 
education. The citizen is reminded that only the best education pos- 
sible is his tax money’s worth. Franklin needs a new high school very 
badly. It is hoved that the town wil! build one before the situation 
worsens to the extent that students must attend so-called double 
sessions. 


A more detailed report of your schools will be found in the super- 
intendents report. A statement of school finances is attached for your 
perusal. The School Committee wishes to extend thanks to all who 
have helped make the year 1956 a successful one for our schools. We 
wish also and especially to thank our two new members, Mrs. Lila Doe 
and Mr. William Garner, for their time, effort, and real help in our 
schools’ behalf,

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


The following is an excerpt from a summary of an article which 
«peared recently in the Atlantic Magazine: 


“The American teacher, burdened with more responsibility than 
ever before, today commands less respect than did her counterpart one 
hundred years ago. Formerly the responsibility of the teacher was to 
impart a basic knowledge of reading, writing, and arithmetic, but today 
schools must also preserve and pass on to the next generation a multi- 
tude of skills and techniques through which industrial civilization 
survives. 


“Technical training, however, is not sufficient in a democratic sys- 
tem which requires of teaching that it instill the values consistent 
with democracy.” 


The article then goes on to point out that there is a tidal wave 
of new students, the impact of which is about to be felt in the high 
schools. There is an extreme shortage of teachers; three-fourths of 
a million are needed in the next three years. This means that we need 
more than one-half of the recipients of bachelor’s degrees in the next 
three years. 


According to this article, the outlook for securing that number 
of teachers is gloomy indeed because of teachers’ low salaries, com- 
petition from industries, and the fact that classroom teachers have 
fairly meager chances for advancement to a salary of $10,000 or more. 


In the light of the above gloomy picture, Franklin appears to be 
rather fortunate. We have a gcod staff of teachers doing a competent 
job of education. 


What We Have 

The school business in Franklin, as in any other town in the coun- 
try, is big business. Each day approximately 1600 youngsters attend 
the public schools in our town. They are served by teachers, janitors, 
cafeteria workers, bus drivers, and others. This costs the town ap- 
proximately $2200 a day while school is in session. 

Education of Franklin’s youth is carried on in seven buildings, the 
most modern of which was built in 1951, the oldest of which was built 
in 1834. All buildings, except for the Parmenter School, are old build- 
ings designed for the education of youth of an earlier generation. 


What We Need 
In order to modernize our buildings to meet today’s educational 
standards, Franklin needs a new high school. It should move its 7th 
and 8th grade youngsters from their present building, built in 1912, 
to the present high school. The School Building Survey Report in this 
issue of the town report will deal with this problem in greater detail. 


Staff Changes 
During the year the following people have resigned, and those 
named have taken their places: 
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Harold Melkonian was appointed an additional teacher in the 
commercial department of the high school. Dorothy Marshall was ap- 
pointed to grade 5 to take May Lennon’s ‘place when she became su- 
pervising principal. Since the original appointments, some staff re- 
assignments have been made due to one leave of absence and a shifting 
ef school population because of the opening of the parochial school. 


This year for the first time the reports of the various supervisors 
and supervising principals will be incorporated in the superintend- 
ent’s report. We have supervisors in music, art, and physical educa- 
tion, adult civic education, adult vocational education, driver training, 
the cafeterias, and handwriting. We have supervising principals in the 
High School, the Horace Mann School, the Junior High School, and the 
Parmenter School. 


Mr. Reynolds, our High School principal for the past four months, 
has taken hold of his duties with enthusiasm and confidence. It is his 
wish to congratulate the town of Franklin on the seriousness and ambi- 
tion of its young people. It is his feeling that he has a fine staff of 
teachers in the high school. His report follows: 


“It would seem somewhat presumptuous for one with limited ex- 
perience in Franklin High School to attempt to report on the state of 
education herein or to suggest solutions for its obvious problems. It 
does not seem presumptuous, however, for any educator of experience 
to describe the reactions which he receives as he observes objectively 
any school which he intimately visits. In this, my first report to the 
town of Franklin, I shall follow the latter course. 


“First of all, may I congratulate the town of Franklin on its ex- 
cellent high school staff. The school opened in September with a min- 
Imum of friction, thanks to splendid organization by the office staff 
and excellent cooperation by the faculty. From the very first day 
<chool has been in regular session, and the first quarter of the school 
year has shown fine teaching and sound discipline. 


“The town is to be congratulated also on the seriousness and ambi- 
tion of its young people. Their desire to achieve good marks is highly 
tommendable in these days of mediocre standards. A surprising num- 
her plan to continue their education beyond high school. Although in 
all probability the college preparatory program is more highly loaded 
than it should be this is not surprising in view of the lack of guidance 
racilities and the inadequacy of the general course offerings. Improve- 
ment in both will almost inevitably result in a better distribution of 
pupils within the school curriculum. 


“Many of the high school staff are doing fine work under severe 
handicaps. The physical education programs are seriously hampered 
by overcrowded classes and lack of space, yet Miss Beane and Mr. 
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Pisini have carried out active programs for both boys and girls. A most 
inadequate cafeteria seemed to promise chaos in the school lunch pro- 
gram, yet Mrs. Cataldo and Mrs. Bertoni and their staff have made it 
run efficiently from the very first day. Mr, Gerardi has kept a live 
shop program in operation in spite of his cramped quarters. All facul- 
ty members have cheerfully put up with large classes and often anti- 
quated equipment in teaching and teaching well. 


“Certain obvious inadequacies in the plant and program would 
seem to call for specific definition and description. The high school 
building appears to have reached the limit of its capacity and any in- 
crease in pupil enrollment, such as seems almost assured yearly, must 
be absorbed within existing classes. Additional teachers are needed 
for the extra class sections with such enrollment increases should nor- 
mally produce, yet there is no more space for such teachers. When 
present sections increase beyond the capacity of present classrooms the 
only apparent solution would seem to be a division of the school into 
two platoons, one operating in the morning, the other in the afternoon. 
The disadvantages of such a system are many. The school day for both 
groups must be shortened, providing less time for instruction. Athletic 
and other recreational groups are limited to half the school only. Boys 
and girls, usually of the lower grades, must attend school until late 
afternoon hours, usually arriving home after dark in winter months. 
Double faculties and office staffs increase school operating costs. A 
two platoon system is anything but desirable, but would seem to be 
the only alternative to an adequate building program. 


“To a newcomer the inadequacy of the high school vocational pro- 
gram in an industrial town seems most unusual. It would seem that 
for many boys and girls in Franklin the high school must provide 
terminal education, yet its offerings are distinctly limited in that area. 
The complete lack of facilities for cooking classes or classes in home- 
making leaves many of our girls without the training they have a right 
to receive as eventual housewives. Boys can receive only limited shop 
training in elementary woodworking without the many skills in metal 
work, electricity, and auto mechanics, etc., which they need for their 
entry into factory work and the trades. There is as yet almost nothing 
in the way of the associated mathematics and science which today’s 
craftsman needs as a part of his working tools, 


“The often unwise selection of high school courses by many of our 
pupils points up strongly the need of an adequate guidance program. 
Our constantly improving testing program furnishes the data basic for 
counselling each pupil wisely in planning his education, yet the lack 
of a person with sufficient training and time to do this often leaves 
this valuable data unused. It is entirely probable that a good guidance 
program would cut down considerably on the number of pupils who 
leave school before graduation, and would also decrease the number of 
failing marks for pupils who are unwisely placed in classes where they 
do not belong. 
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“One cannot help but wonder why Franklin remains one of the 
few high schools in the state to hold on to its antiquated system of 
numerical marking. Research has demonstrated time and time again 
that such a method is inaccurate, fostering of prejudice, and frequently 
damaging to pupils through the unfair conclusions which may be en- 
gendred by it. Studies show plainly that teachers are able to classify 
achievement into not more than seven distinct levels, and practically 
all schools today limit this to five, the common A, B, C, D, and F scale. 
If it is argued that elimination of numbers would make difficult the 
selection of a graduation valedictorian it might be suggested that the 
school valedictorian is now an obsolescent individual, with the present 
trend recognizing all honor students of the senior class equally. It is to 
be hoped that a serious study of the present marking system by both 
faculty and administration might bring it more in line with present 
practices. 


“Another study which might be profitable for faculty and school 
department is the possible desirability of eliminating the rigid course 
curricula — college preparatory, business, and general — in favor of 
the more common practice of an overall program of required and elec- 
tive subjects, allowing freer election of courses under sound guidance 
direction to fit the needs on individual pupils more adequately. 


“It has been most gratifying to learn from the Iowa Tests of Edu- 
cational Development, administered to our senior and freshman classes, 
that the group achievement of those two grades was satisfactory in all 
areas except social studies and mathematics. The senior class stood 
high in all other areas. The marked deficiency in mathematics points 
the need for extensive study of our weakness and methods of correct- 
ing it. Work has already begun within the high school to improve the 
mathematics program. 


“The curriculum study groups of faculty members, meeting 
monthly, promise to improve the high school offering in many areas, 
and would seem to be almost a necessity in these times of educational 
change. Out of them should come more meaningful education for our 
boys and girls. 


“The above represent those areas which seem to be of striking 
interest during my first few months as principal of Franklin High 
School. That these months have been pleasant ones is due to the splen- 
did cooperation I have received from faculty, school department, and 
student body. For their efforts in making this year a profitable one 
I am deeply grateful.” 


Music 
Our offerings in the field of music, while improved over the past 
few years, still fall short of a complete program. An elementary band 
has been formed. We have a high school band which many of you 
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have seen at our football games. There is a high school glee club. Reg- 
ular vocal music lessons are taught in grades one through eight. An- 
other music teacher is necessary to have more vocal music in the 
grades, to make possible music appreciation, to start an orchestra, to 
implement choral work at the junior high school level, etc. Mr. 
LoPresti, music supervisor, does not feel that we are now giving the 
children of Franklin the kind of music education they need. 


Art 


There are three major aims in our art program. First, we must 
build a clearer concept of art. Second, we attempt to teach our stu- 
dents to obtain a set of values for judging art, not only for itself, but 
also as it appears in everyday life. Third, we teach the individual to 
realize the value of art to himself. Again, in this field, lack of time 
by the supervisor is a handicap. Art is taught in the high school just 
one day per week. The junior high school boys have no art instruc- 
tion. We should be thinking of additional personnel in this area. 
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Physical Education 


Miss Alice Beane, Mr. Anthony Pisini, Mrs. Anne Swett, and Mrs. 
Mildred Greene are engaged in teaching physical education in our 
schools. Elementary grades engage in rhythmics, games, stunts, catch- 
ing and throwing skills, square dancing, relays, and in the upper ele- 
mentary grades, team sports. Junior high school pupils engage in group 
game and fundamentals of baseball, basketball, football (for the boys). 
One of our greatest ‘needs in this area is a full-time physical education 
instructor for girls in the junior high school who could also help out 
in the lower grades. 


Adult Vocational Education 


An extension of the public school to the adult population is our 
Evening Practical Arts program. During the semester just completed 
there were one hundred thirty-seven adults enrolled in eight classes. 
These classes were metal working, upholstering, beginning sewing) tail- 
oring, tray painting, woodworking, rug braiding, and furniture re- 
finishing. Of the one hundred thirty-seven enrolled thirteen are non- 
residents of Franklin. 


Another extension of our schools is our program of Adult Civic 
Education. This course of sixty lessons each year is for those of foreign 
birth who wish to learn English and do work preparatory to becoming 
citizens. This year ten people are taking the course. The classes in 
other years have averaged about seventeen. It seems necessary to con- 
tinue these classes as long as there are new arrivals in Franklin from 
other lands in sufficient numbers. 
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Driver Training 


Last year fifty-five high school students were taught to drive. Fifty 
ot these obtained licenses. It is probable that we will train nearly a 
wundred this year with two instructors and two automobiles. 


All instruction behind the wheel is done after school. Classes in 
gafety instruction and traffic rules and regulations are held during our 
activity period. Students who take this training have proved through 
their safety record that it is a worthwhile expenditure of public funds 
to pay for it. 


Cafeterias 


Mrs, Gertrude Cataldo was appointed full-time director of our two 
cafeterias and our school milk program in September 1956. The cafe- 
terias are operated in conjunction with the National and State School 
Lunch Program. 


We do not have sufficient cafeteria space. Horace Mann School 
and Junior High School have no cafeterias of their own. Both need 
them, because a large number of bus pupils attend those schools. It is 
necessary to operate our cafeterias most efficiently in order to pay all 
expenses. We are allowed to charge only twenty-five cents for a full 
lunch. This makes our margin of profit very small even with the as- 
sistance of state and national funds. The lack of proper facilities 
hinders full participation of our students in the program and further 
reduces our chance of paying our way in the cafeterias. It became 
necessary for the school department to assume the full cost of the 
lunchroom managership this year. Unless better facilities are provid- 
ed, it may become necessary for the school budget to assume some of 
the operating cost in the form of a subsidy. 


Handwriting 


We continue to use the Rinehart system of handwriting instruction. 
A study is being made this year to determine whether to continue 
teaching manuscript writing in grades one and two. The results of 
this study will determine our procedure for the fall of 1957. Parents 
will be fully informed of changes, if any. 


Junior High School 


Enrollment at the Junior High School this year in grades 7 and 
8 was 265 pupils, 97 of whom are bus pupils. Many more live a long 
walk from the school. The greatest needs of this school at the present 
time are cafeteria facilities and physical education facilities, both of 
which seem of paramount importance and neither of which are 
provided, 
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Horace Mann School 


This year for the first time the Horace Mann School, which is one 
of the largest schools in town with an enrollment of 275 pupils, has a 
Supervising principal. Miss May Lennon was appointed September 1, 
1956. Of the 275 pupils enrolled at the Horace Mann School, 113 are 
bus pupils. Those youngsters who wish to purchase a hot meal have 
to eat at the high school cafeteria, and because of scheduling difficul- 
ties they cannot eat until 12:45. This school very definitely needs 
cafeteria facilities. Again there are no gymnasium or auditorium fa- 
cilities, both of which are usually provided for the elementary schools 
of these grades. 


Parmenter School 


The Parmenter School this year has an enrollment of 310 pupils 
in ten classrooms. We have been able to move the children out of the 
all-purpose room in this building and make it into a gymnasium ofr 
junior high boys for basketball in the afternoon. The addition of play- 
ground equipment at this school, as well as at Four Corners, Brick, and 
Ray schools, has helped the morale of the children. This year, because 
of the opening of the parochial school, it has been necessary to make 
several changes in assignment of pupils in the lower grades. The 
neighborhood schools — that is Four Corners, Ray, and Brick — now 
must take care of some bus pupils in order that they may have their 
fair share of the pupil enrollment. 


In Conclusion 


In closing this report, your superintendent sees many positive 
aspects of education in Franklin. We are offering sound education. 
Pupils for the great part are well behaved and conscientious about 
their school work. Parents are cooperative to a high degree. Teachers 
for the most part are working efficiently. Yet we must do a better 
job of education. To do this we need added space and added personnel. 
It is greatly to be hoped that the citizens of Franklin will provide its 
youth with a modern educational plant in the very near future,
